SUEZ, Egypt (AP) — The

In Wisconsin the physicians,

Great 
progress is being made but the 
war is nol over. In the first 8 
months of 1967 we had 1,734 
. cases compared to 30.025 last 
year. Good but not good enough; 
we shouldn't have any cases.

measles In zero. Measles vac- 
cine 
is very 
effective. 
It

available to physicians and to 
local health agencies for com- 
munilywide programs. Don't be 
satisfied with immunization of 
80 per cent of the children in 
your community. This may pre- 
vent epidemics but you still can 
have cases; cases mean possible 
encephalitis 
and 
encephalitis 


means possible mental retarda- 
tion. Have your children been 
immunized? 


Effective and proved vaccines 


for measles have been available 
only since 1963, when they were 
licensed for manufacture. The 
first special countywide measles 
immunization clinic in Wisconsin 
was in Columbia County last 
November.

initiated by the local medical 
society in conjunction with the 
Columbia County Nursing Ser- 
vice. Before the 2-day program 
it had been estimated that in the 
county there were approximate- 
ly 3.000 children of school age or 
younger 
who

who had not acquired a natural 
immunity through having mea- 
sles: these were the "suscepti- 
bles." A total of 2,695 children 
were vaccinated in the clinics, 
or 88 per cent of the suscepti- 
ble*.

ness of measles immunization in 
Wisconsin is in great measures 
due to the physicians who have 
adopted measles vaccination as 
a routine procedure in caring for 
their patients.

Good Coffee—Happy Home 


About now, bridegrooms circa 


June 1967 are beginning to shec 
their rose-tinted glasses and are 
casting a more critical eye ai 
their spouse's housekeeping tal 
ents. One of the skills coming 
tinder scrutiny is coffee-making 
If you've gotten the message, 
subtly or otherwise that your 
brews aren't up to par, a few 
enlightening facts about coffee 
may provide a clue as to where 
you're going wrong. 


One of the most important 


things to remember about coffee 
is that its flavor elements are 
highly volatile. Once the roasted 
bean is ground and exposed to 
air, its aroma, body, flavor and 
strength quickly evaporate. And 
being highly absorbent, ground 
coffee is just as quick to pick up 
alien flavors as it is to part with 
its own. This leads to a few 
common sense deductions. Don't 
buy more coffee than you can 
use up in a short time. Keep the 
lid off the coffee can only long 
enough to spoon the coffee into 
the pot. . . and the faster you do 
it the better. With a percolator, 


except an electric model, have 
the water in the pot boiling 
before you spoon in the coffee. 
This eliminates the useless time 
lapse where the coffee just sits 
losing flavor while waiting for 
the water to boil. 


Invisible Film 


Another peculiarity of coffee 


is that it leaves a fine, invisible 
but almost indissolvable film of 
oil behind in the pot. This 
impairs the flavor of all subse- 
quent brews, contrary to the 
opinion of our great 
great 


grandmothers 
w h o believed 


cleaning the pot destroyed the 
accumulated aromas of a thou- 
sand makings. Because the film 
Denetrates so deeply, it's imper- 
vious to soap or detergents. 
While there are special coffee 
pot cleaners on the market to- 
day, most authorities still pre 
?er baking soda. Nat only has it 
,he ability to cut through the 
ilm but it gets rid of those 
itale coffee odors. Moreover, 
)eing a pure food product baking 
soda's a perfectly safe cleaner 
and 
is so economical. The 


specialized cleaner is costly and 
since it has but the one use, it's 
costly in space, too. 


New there are two methods of 


cleaning. You can scour the pot 
| with dry soda as is done twice 
weekly at Chicago's Palmer 
House famed for its fine brews, 
or you can run your coffee 
maker through its regular brew 
ing cycle using two tablespoons 
of baking soda in place of coffee. 
Since the boiling soda water 
darkens a l u m i n u m , remove 
aluminum trappings from the 
| pot before you start the treat- 
'ment, and use only the dry 
method on pots made of alumi- 
num. 


So for coffee you can serve 


with pride and confidence, re- 
member these rules — buy only 
the amount of coffee that can be 
used up in a short time, re- 
gardless of how tempting it is 
to stock up during sales at your 
local store; don't keep the coffee 
can open a second longer than 
necessary; freshen the coffee 
pot with baking soda at least 
twice weekly.
